A well-balanced Gould ski- 
team gave some of the best 
teams in this region a sound lick- 
ing as they won their annual 
ski meet. Gould racked up 
381.62 points to take first place 
and was followed by a well-re- 
garded Lebano, New Hampshire 
team with 370.64. These two were 
were followed by Edward Lit- 
tle of Auburn with 360.9, Rum- 
ford with 338.49, -Berlin with 
328.86, and Farmington with 
I 317.28. 

The Cross-country, first event, 
was taken by Lebanon as they 
edged Stephens of Rumford by 
two points with a score of 97.86 
to 95.04. Gould followed with 
94.34 and then came Edward 
Little with 92.60, Berlin with 
92.17 and Farmington with 86.78. 
Although Burnham of Gould 
took first place Gould failed to 
do better than third as her next 
three runners were in the ninth, 
tenth and 26th slots. Letson of 
Lebanon took second place and 
was followed by Hurley of Ed- 
ward Little. The winning time 
was twenty minutes and ten 
seconds. 

Going into the next event, the 
downhill, Gould was trailing by 
three points, but they picked 
up two as they took the event by 
a score of 97.39 to second place 
Lebanon’s 94.84. Edward Little 
followed with 88.21. First place 
was taken handily by Dick Bois- 
vert of Lebanon as he shot down 
the steep and winding down-hill 
trail in 61.1 seconds. "Buster" 
Brown of Gould was second and 
Pete St. Lawrence, also of 
Gould, was third. 

In the next event, slalom, 
Gould really showed her stuff as 
she picked up twelve points on 
her closest rival. Dick Boisvert 
of Lebanon again showed his 
great ability on skiis as he took 
this event but the next three 
places were taken by Gould as 
Co-captain Tommy Butler took 
second place and the next two 
places were taken by Co-captain 
Ed Hastings and Herby Adams. 
Gould’s winning total was 95.23 i 
to second place Lebanon’s 83.38. 
Edward Little followed with 
82.37 and then came Farming- 
ton with 76.52, Rumford with 
72.73 and Berlin with 67.22. (Bois- 
vert’s winning time was 42.9. 

Edward Little took the last 
event, jumping, as they took 
first, second, ninth and thir- 
teenth. Their winning total was 
92-72. Gould was second with 
94.66 and Lebanon was third with 
94.56. Bennett, showing fine 
form, chalked up 146.1 points 
to take first place. Herb Adams 
of Gould, who took fifth, leaped 
the furthest distance with a 
jump of 97 feet.

Driving a car isn’t just pushing the clutch and acceler- 
ator at the right time and shifting; it’s knowing how to 
drive under existing weather conditions, knowing yourself 
and your abilities, knowing signs and signals and being co- 
operative and courteous.

Playing some of its finest 
ball of the season, Gould’s court- 
sters surprised a favored college 
opposition on February 14 by 
grabbing a 57-42 decision over 
Farmington State Teachers’ 
College first string Jayvees. The 
Huskies started hitting early and 
continued to play a winning 
brand of ball thoughout the 
contest. Although their opposi- 
tion had a decisive height and 
experience advantage, the Aca- 
demy five’s strong man-to-man 
defense upset the Farm'lngton 
pass-and-go offensive tactics and 
sent them on the road to the»r 
ninth victory. The college quin- 
tet, which has previously beaten 
the University of Maine Fresh- 
men. waged an even battle for 
for the first half, which ended 
with the score knotted at 25 
all. The Blue and Gold had held 
a small advantage at the first 
break. They built up a ten-point 
lead during the third canto and 
increased that margin to 15 be- 
fore the final buzzer. 

Leo Rolfe started scoring ear- 
lv and flashed 26 points through 
th& nets to lead his teammates. 
Paul Fossett followed by toss- 
ing 15 and Frank Murphv added 
10 to the Gould cause. Skip Mel- 
ville, who had three fouls in tho 
first period, and Gene White 
did a fine job in the back court.
